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City budget figures 
are now official

The East Jordan City budget for 
1993-94 is now official. After re- 
ceiving nocomment ina public hear- 
ing, the city council adopted the 
budget resolution at the March 16 
meeting. 

The budget was finalized with 
expenditures of $1,164,949. That 
figure was reached by trimming 
approximately $66,859 from ‘the 
proposed disbursements. Even with 
the paring down, a$32,384 shortfall 
is anticipated. The city will dip into 
a savings account of $208,000 to 
cover the deficit. 

The largest portion of the budget 
is allocated to the Police Depart- 
ment. The $234,385 apportionment 
reflects a drop of nearly $19 thou- 
sands from the original request. The 
general fund for city operations is

the other big spender at $171,465. 

The city budget is funded by a 
15.6 base millage. This year’s col- 
lection will show a slight increase 
over the past because of the tax 
assessment increases. 

East Jordan also collects 2.5 mills 
for the fire department equipment 
fund. Another .5 mills is collected 
for the harbor debt retirement fund. 
The total revenue anticipated for 
1993-94 is $1,132,565. 

Two major improvements are 
planned for the coming year, a har- 
bor marina dredging project ata cost 
of $400,000 and construction of a — 
new city well at acost of $254,000. ° 
Both projects will be funded largely 
by a State grant.

objection by resident Dennis Shea. His tax as- 
sessment forms have always indicated his alley 
as already vacated. 

City Superintendent Bob Johnson explained 
that the alleys or sections of alleys vacated in the 
past were unclear from existing records, Accord- 
ing to Johnson “it’s easiest to go through the 
process” to alleviate questions and clarify own- 
ership. 

Councilman Russ Gee assured Shea that it was 
to his advantage to have the city clear up the 
issue.

percent of its 1977 base, according to the Federal/ 
State Michigan Agricultural Statistics Service. 
The February index is down three percent from 
January’s index of 130 but two percent higher 
than last February’s index of 124. 

The price index for all crops in Michigan fell 
four percent from a month ago. Hay led the 


- decline by falling 12 percent, while dry beans and 


winter wheat fell eight percent and four percent 
respectively. Potato prices rose slightly from last 
month gaining two percent. 

The livestock index dropped one percent from 
last month. The decline was due to eggs falling 
nine percent and milk falling four percent from 
January. However, the meat animal index par-

tially offset the decline with hogs up nine percent 
and calves up four percent for the month. 

Nationally, the All Farms products Index of 
Prices Received in February was 139 percent of 
its 1977 base, unchanged from January. Price 
gains from January for hogs, cattle, sweet corn, 
and celery offset price declines for tomatoes, 
milk, carrots and eggs. 

The index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Com- 
modities and Services, Interest, Taxes and Farm 
Wage Rates for January was 193 percent of its 
1977 average. The index was up 0.5 percent from 
October 1992 and up 1.6 percent above January 
1992, Since last surveyed in October, prices were 
significantly higher for feeder livestock with 
lower fuel prices moderating increases for other 
items in the current survey.
